@ Council also have found many things which need a thorough “leaning. In order, Mr. Chairman, that the affairs of the 
Town be investigated and the present Council cleared of any of these and any other allegations, we have requested the 
Department of Municipal Affairs to proceed, without delay, with an investigation concerning the management of the affairs 
of the Town.
